CONVENTION. 


The JOUBNAL has been engaged in 


making a defense to tbe proposition of 
ttockmen to lease tbe public lands tor 
•took grazing purposes. The objeot of 
tbe defense was tbe protection of the 
email stookbolder and homesteader 
against the efforts of large stock own- 
ers to appropriate to their use the 
public domain. In these times the 
people are without representation In 
the sense understood in the earlier 
history of tbe republic. When tbe; 
send a representative to Congress they 
are of the opinion they have sent him 
there to represent them and their in- 
terests, whioh in theory is true, bat in 
fact it is, respecting a majority o: 
those sent, untrue. 


Party considerations and Influences 


control action by these representatives 
whlob control is in opposition to tbe 
Individual rights of tbe citizen and if 
in favor of organized capital and party 
considerations. We were of the opin- 
ion, and rightly so, that tba large 
stock interests were represented 
Fort Worth in convention; and, as 
conclusion, we were also of tbe opinion 
that whatever was done when business 
was represented was directed to tb 
proteoti jn of the interests then pree 
ent. 


The action of the convention in 


general way oanied a storm that wa 
taking the dimensions of a cyclone 
whioh always has its terrors in 
i 


cyclone-swept country. To allay th 
excitement in the pnblio mind regard 
ing the action of the convention re 
spectiag the publio domain, the stock 
men's association has issued a bulletin 
setting forth tbe ultimate action of tb 
convention, which represents a human 
side. 


There is taken a few extracts from 


the bulletin for onr present purpose 
and in Sunday morning's Issue tb 
bulletin will be published to give on 
readers all there ie uaid by tbe asso 
elation on tbe subject from an author 
itative source. 
Tbe bulletin reoite 


that administration officers had oalle 
attention to the faot that grasses o 
the ranges under present condition 
were disappearing, and in the nea 
future nothing bat desert would b 
left. To meet the statement of federa 
oHclula tbe following statement 
ocade in tbe bulletin: 


"Backed by this agreement corpora- 


tion influence was at work to seonr 
the passage of a law that wonld mak 
the range subject to lease with prao 
tioally no restrictions or safeguard 
(or the protection of the small stock 
man and homesteader." 


Tbe relation above ontlined of th 


publio domain to small stockmen an 
to tboie who in the future may desir 
to mako homes on tbe public lands 
represents conditions that theJouBNA 
has opposed and will continue to op 
pose in the interest of the who! 
people. The facts disclosing the effort 
of corporations to control tba pnbll 
landa for stock uses were in our poe 
session, and we asiumed, in thw ab 
sence of any explanation or othe 
information, that any centre! sough 
waa in their interest and against th 
general public, which opposition to tb 
general pnblio for private purpose 
and uses ia always against pnbli 
policy. 


Tbe bulletin in effect claims that i 


is the policy of the stockmen's assoolo 
Won to protect tbe interests of sma 
stockholders and the interests ef thos 
seeking borne* upon the public laud 
against tbe repacity of corporate greet; 
The following extract largely dispose 
of the question aa it sbonld bedis 
poaed of: 


"As the matter now slunds tbe Na 


tionnl Live Stock Association-has «lm 
ply declared iu favor of leasing th 
publio grazing lands under such re 
striotioog as will protect the actaa 
settler and homesteader and a com 
mlttee haa been appointed to see if i 
is possible to prepair such a measure 
Until this committee has acted there 
nothing for the stookmen to consider 
aa it is, all pending bills are fo 
the time laid aside awaiting action by 
the stookmen. 


"The national dssoclation in conven 


tlon declared emphatically that thi 
small 
stockmen and 
bomesteadei 


shonld first be protected and unless a 
measure can be prepared that will ac 
ooEnpllsh that purpose tbe national at 
eoclatlon will not support it." 


In connection with what has baen 


said in tbie article about corporations 
being in favor of some provision made 
by Congress for leasing the publio do- 
main the following extract is given: 


"It may be eaid in conclusion that 


observation from the headquarters of 
this association shows almost every

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corporation and syndicate to be out- 
spoken in condemning any leas 
proposition, insisting that they wil 
never pay one cent to the governtnen

The last extract is not very much 


in keeping with the facts that bar 
been ascertained which are conclusive 
upon tbe corporations and syndicate 
deaire to acquire possession of th 
publio domain.

CANNIBALS.

VANCOUVER, Match 9.—The steamer Coquittlam ar- 


rived tonight with three Indian prisoners to be tried for their 
lives for eating human flesh, With them are six other canni- 
bals arrested as witneses. The prisoners are chiefe of thret 


of the Albert Bay tribes. 


The offenses were committed at Potlatch three weeks ago 


by an Indian named Oilhunk, who won a fortune packing into 
the Klondike, and who had called the three tribes together to 
give his fortune away in blankets and provisions. 


During the Potach some old women recalled old days 


when cannibals followed their natural instincts and when an 
accient dame called for martyrs they were asked to step into 
the circle. Two young bucks and an Indian maiden answered 
the call and stood near the fires while ten naked savages 
danced around them, darting at them and biting pieces out of 
their arms and legs and eating the bleeding morsels. 


When the young savages had lashed themselves into 


frenzy corpses were called for and three Indians who had recently 
died were placed on fire, wnen the savages tore the flesh of the 
corpses from the bones and devoured it half burned. 
A mis- 


sionary complained to the government, which warned the 
tribe that if they ate human flesh again their lands would be 
taken from them.

TACOMA, March 9.—It is understood that the north 


half of the Celeville Indian reservation will be thrown open 


forl settlement about May i. The district contains '"rich 
agricultural, timber and mineral lands, and boomers are al- 
ready gathering at Spokane and other towns te rush across the 
line at the opening. The distiict contains at least 300,000 
acres of first-class agricultural lands. There is about as much 
mineral land, and the remainder is covered with a splendid 
growth of fir, cedar and hemlock.
